The arguments 
against the proposed formal entry the National Gov- 
ernment into the general educational administration 
states and localities through Federal aid have been 
poor and irrelevant frequently those for it. 
may frankly admitted that the arguments advanc- 
Catholic antagonists the bill have times 
been characterized lack knowledge the bills 
under consideration, and were calculated arouse 
prejudice. 

There 
are great many Catholics opposed the proposal and 
some favor it. Whatever the basis the adher- 
ence opposition the bill, intelligent only when 
discussed public policy for the whole Ameri- 
can people.

That does not mean 
means that accordance with the distribution gov- 
ernmental power that the power administer educa- 
tion has been reserved the American people the 
states and their agents, themselves. the other 
hand, the National Government was given power over 
the organization territories, has national do- 
main, and some its people might its wards. Ob- 
viously, these special cases, the nation might assume 
educational power delegate it. But these not 
the heart our problem nor are they its essence.

There have been two significant statements the 
relation the National Government education that 
have never seen brought into the general discussion. 
One them Branford’s Interpretations and Fore- 
casts, extraordinary book many ways. gladly 
let this author speak for length: 

“The medieval leaders thought and feeling, whatever their 
shortcomings other respects, grasped, for the first time 
the history mankind and tried realize social organ- 
ization truth that the Spiritual Power depends the 
long run for its efficiency and influence its being kept sep- 
arate from the Temporal Power, and conversely. 

“The modern states Europe violate that principle the 
most thoroughgoing way imaginable, when through the direct 
action executive department and hierarchy officials 
and inspectors, with their codes and regulations, they seek 
determine the course education and thereby largely fix the 
mental type the succeeding generation. And governments 
instinctively desire docile taxpayers, they are necessarily hostile 
every type evocatory education, and inevitably aim 
its contrary. short, they are driven concentrate the 
establishment and maintenance system education, re- 
pressive initiative, and productive minds uniformly plas- 
tic the stamp and seal the Temporal Power. From such 
educational postulates, thus but normal and natural 
result that the cultural distinction between recent Conserva- 
tive Government England and its Liberal successor, should 
have turned upon whether Racing Peer Foxhunting 
Squire should, Minister Education, impress his mental 
pattern upon the child mind the nation. 

“In respect cultural ideal and educational practice, there 
little choose between the great states Western Europe, 
whether monarchical republican. Their ministries educa- 
tion, have their inner purpose scholastic regimentation, and 
are all built the same type organized sub- 
ordination the moral the political power. The same socio- 
logical indictment cannot framed sharply against the 
smaller states Europe; and some may claim many provisos; 
but even among these, any official educational initiatives which 
there may are mainly directed securing technical 
ciency the applied arts and sciences.” 

much for the principle, and its violation 
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thorough way modern European states. this very 
time when this clear-sighted Englishman saw our 
national educational set-up, unmistakable evidence 
its spiritual conception and power, were engaged in, 
what must seem him, exchange our birthright 
for mess pottage. any rate, let him continue 
and tell what saw our possibilities: 

gether different type educational ministry. There the educa- 
tion department without either administrative financial 
control the schools; but has developed into intelligence 
department for them, clearing house once local, region- 
al, and even world-wide educational experience and ideas. 
short, instead temporal tyranny becoming moral 
influence. Now, the discovery State Department Edu- 
cation sincerly devoted educational ideals is, the sociol- 
ogist, find like that new species his brother naturalist! 
interests him above all spontaneous experiment towards 
the solution the great problem bequeathed the Middle 
Ages —that subordinating politics morals. For pre- 
dicts its future growth usefulness proportion 
succeeds educating not only the children the schools, but 
ministers their cabinets, deputies their parliaments, and 
the citizens whose ill-considered votes placed them there. 

state department can thus transformed from nest 
bureaucrats into outpost the University Militant, what 
other wonders spiritual metamorphosis may not hope for 
country where the universities are becoming alive their 
civic and social mission! Already voluntary cooperation 
observation and research spontaneously arising between 
some the more active American universities and the De- 
partment Education Washington. this tendency grows 
may, under the grace and furtherance relevant ideals, 
develop into concentration the universities the educa- 
tional problems the nation. And with that thought there 
looms upon the horizon the vision Inter-University Coun- 
cil Education, which counsel and not command would 
serve culture authority. And, moreover, could 
saved from the cravings which beset moral authorities, seek- 
ing the purse and sheltering under the sword the temporal 
power, such organization would naturally become the ger- 
minal nucleus real Spiritual Power for the new time.” 

That seems ideal statement the Ameri- 


can conception education national policy. Those 
now control Washington, returning great 
tradition, seem have grasped it. 

The other statement one the fine spirits 
our academic life, Professor Liberty Bailey, Cor- 
nell. book with the significant title, What De- 
mocracy, discusses both the problem the place 
education our national policy, and the problem 
Federal aid. 

The distinction which Branford makes between the 
Temporal Power and the Spirit Power clearly per- 
ceived Professor Bailey and stated terms that 
are more accustomed to. The war showed unmistak- 
able terms, says Bailey, “the vicious danger system 
education controlled government.” fact, 
goes say, “the greatest lesson the war the 
danger that lies educational system used for the 
purposes and ambitions government, making 
means Read Professor Bailey’s statement 
now its context: 

“Education democracy should personal, and 
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ciently variable meet the needs individuals. Its purpose 
train citizens excellence and cooperation, not 
maintain certain social order and particularly not primarily 
uphold given form government. The Great War has 
shown the vicious danger system education con- 
means expressing the will government sovereign. 
Safety lies only the opposite direction. The will lies with 
the people, and education should express this will and con- 
stitute check government, controlling it. the privi- 
lege democracy discipline the government. 

“Speaking for the United States, the county has been for- 
tunate having state and local systems education, not 
national system. Undoubtedly something has been lost regu- 
larity, and possibly efficiency, but uniformity the result 
avoided, and efficiency, the word commonly used, 
less. Even the defects localities now and then are less cause 
for alarm than centralized national control; the rem- 
edying defects that the people acquire some their best 
training democracy: this privilege should never taken 
away from them. 

gentle stimulus from the national center undoubtedly 
useful, but that education not gov- 
ernment: confusion these functions fatal democracy. 

“Coordination activities the states and localities may 
desirable, the freedom self-determination clearly 
maintained. Perhaps the most hopeful national action edu- 
cation the United States serve check the 
autocracy the educational establishments the states. But 
national policy that should exercise any extended and in- 
ternal control over education the state, and localities should 
looked with the gravest apprehension. Once favored the 
establishing national department education, with 
secretary the cabinet the President; but the face 
the vast autocracy are fighting, with its educational system 
bent its purpose, not dare now advise it. The greatest 
lesson the war the danger that lies educational sys- 
tem used for the purposes and ambitions government, mak- 

“Perhaps the will democracy sufficiently strong the 
United States safeguard the results centralized national 
system, and course could not expect Prussian result 
since have neither the class stratification nor the political 
intention; but there every reason fear the gradual exten- 
sion arbitrary domination, even under the best intentions, 
and the discouragement that free spirit without which any 
education vain. national system not needed. Even with 
every safeguard attached the beginning, the tendencies 
would undoubtedly autocratic.” 

Federal aid seen expression the Perfect 
State, which the antithesis democracy. Demo- 
cratic states are always relative, are process 
growth. The Perfect State (in conception) expresses 
itself the Perfect Paper Plan. much for introduc- 
tion Bailey’s further statements: 

“The Perfect Paper Plan has taken interesting form 
the United States recent years the “projects” for agricul- 
ture and education, made and approved offices. One would 
think are coming office-farming, have already 
come office-education. one form another, the 
project idea stuck our minds that seem un- 
able see around it. 

“The Paper Project runs toward the unifying, standardizing, 
and formalizing all affairs, and the pressing out the varia- 
tions that make men men rather than copyists and that 
put into life the personality which makes worth the living. 
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runs through civic and even social affairs. process 
mechanical routine-making. invades legislation. One the 
worst manifestations that type appropriation-legislation 
which budgets the sums such way leave discretion 
with the administration institution, not allowing sufficient 
flexibility for emergencies, and centering the control details 
political office that the nature the case cannot know 
the subject the Its justification eliminate 
waste and prevent abuse. Yet the overhead expense the 
supervision will probably exceed any loss accruing from dis- 
honesty incompetency; and this type legislation itself 
greater abuse than the deficiencies seeks correct. 
deadens initiative and lessens responsibility. takes the work 
from the hands experts the very epoch when are train- 
ing these experts and trying rely them. opens the way 
for political control the very simple method not allowing 
vetoing specific items. centralizes work that profited 
the decentralization. powerful impersonal and anti- 
democratic drift. 

“So much the project practice agriculture anti- 
democratic drift. know very well the effort everywhere 
keep democratic: this evidence its danger. know 
reason why projects rural community work New York 
and California should approved the Secretary Agri- 
culture. said that this approval insures uniformity, 
then reply that uniformity the very thing not want. 
because Congress appropriates the funds, then reply that the 
funds belong the people and not Congress, and that 
the responbilitiy Congress devise better method 
oversight. The practice not necessary for the safeguarding 
the funds, nor make the work effective: official approval 
(by clerk) not essential honest and productive work 
the open field. urged that the federal control local 
problems really only nominal, still must insist that the 
system itself unnecessary and unwholesome. hold strongly 
the idea centralization forms national business; but 
even this safe democracy only when other ranges are 
freely decentralized. Education research not the fulfillment 
regulatory law, the furtherance interstate commerce, 
the exercise police power. The sanctions for efforts this 
kind should not centered official headquarters, out the 
reach those who are benefited; not the kind 
work that nationally governmental character. 

have cited these expressions the Paper Project because 
they exhibited what the standardizing process means. They and 
others their like will have vast effect our thinking and 
our methods time come. They all rest the idea the 
perfect scheme, devised superior intelligence, and controlled 
arbitrarily matter form. They not allow the free 
play local needs and personal variations, which democ- 
racy, distinguished from government, must rest. 

“Given the formalizing tendencies officialdom and accept- 
ance the economic standard the measure human affairs, 
and may expect deeply erroneous estimates the place and 
value those enterprises conditioned the earth and express- 
ing themselves naturally terms life rather than terms 
figures and projects. 

“One commonly hears that democracy too imperfect 
efficient and that reforms can brought about only they 
are forced the masses superior intelligence. Yet, fact, 
the hope democracy its imperfection. The masses should 
understand the imperfections. Any hiding the deficiencies 
and shortcomings only hinders progress. the strong man 
who patient under criticism. strong state that can 
stand the exposure its weaknesses. shall reenforced

Step Purposing

viding beauty, pupils, because their wide reading 
background, state their reasons frankly: should 
build splendid schools that will centers pride, 
having good architecture; well-decorated interior; 
large grounds, with trees, flowers, and grass plots; and 
school gardens. These are some the features good 
schools. The community should plan and pave streets 
and keep them good repair. should design plan 
have the business thoroughfares direct for transpor- 
tation, the streets residential sections curved for 
beauty, all them wide for air and clean for health. 
The community should provide for rubbish, should 
care for and preserve the trees. should provide wide 
parkways the side the street the center (in resi- 
dence sections). should eliminate noise through im- 
proved paving and restrict motormen, automobilists, 
motorcyclists with definite ordinances. should elim- 
inate unsightly poles, wires, and bill boards, and regu- 
late electric signs day and night. should provide 
parks, boulevards, playgrounds, and waterways within 
the reach every child. There should one acre 
park every people; social center every neigh- 
municipal theater within radius single 
car fare. The city can create ordinances: (1) require 
smoke consumers because smoke mars beauty, and 
discourages efforts provide good health conditions; 
(2) make gardens vacant lots and alleys; (3) pro- 
vide care public buildings. can organize clean-up 
weeks and garden clubs. And can provide care for 
unfortunates pleasant places. 


Civic Responsibilities for Children 
How may children help? They may protect the birds 
and the wild flowers and form garden clubs beautify 
their front and backyard home, the school 
grounds, vacant lots; they may avoid scattering pa- 
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pers, defacing public buildings, injuring trees; they 
may assist clean-up days. community likewise 
may develop appreciation architecture and art 
building public edifices classic type; simple, fine 
business and office buildings and simple, well-designed 
residential buildings. The city may establish art mu- 
seums, fine bridges, monuments, sculptory. City plan- 
ning requires: (1) convenience, because saves time 
and energy, avoids waste, and increases wealth; and 
(2) health, because preserves nature’s beauties. 
explain the systems ground plans which have been 
used planned cities, the teacher may suggest ex- 
amples for explanation. 

After the review, the teacher may informal 
way ask pupils explain each the following types 
city planning: (1) Checkerboard (Philadelphia), 
(2) wheel-diagonal (Washington), (3) ring (Vienna), 
(4) diagonal and circle (Paris), (5) curved diagonal 
(present plan large cities.) Washington, our only 
designed city, has diagonal streets running from 
center. This plan permits many parks. The pupils may 
offer explanations worked out maps. this case 
would best explain that the ground plan Wash- 
ington after the checkerboard fashion, series 
streets running east and west.

The teacher then briefly outlines the work, tries 
arouse enthusiasm and happy cooperation.

The pedigree this calf was transferred 
this boy’s name and his work began. weighed and 
mixed the rations his stock and watched for the 
effects. happened that the results were not the same 
all cases. For some, the ration had changed.

Their well- 
being meant added success for him. experimented 
with them and found that one instance, fed 
the calves their milk before watered them, the result 
was better. Time came for exhibiting the project. The 
calf was taken the county fair and was awarded first 
place. The thrill experienced this youngster could 
never measured. His interest did not end with the 
club still manifest the daily care the 
young herd even after the time agreement has 
expired.

The aid provided these two 
acts was given agricultural colleges. provisions 
were made for county club leaders who were devote 
their time 4-H Club work exclusively. This work 
was usually phase the county agent’s work. was 
not until 1928 that more ideal 4-H Club program was 
realized according the Capper-Ketcham Act. 
This act provides funds for county club leader who 
supervise the county club work. The provision en- 
couraged more efficiency the work and increased the 
membership the club recent years. 


Difficulties

the alert leader, that some children are inclined 
shirk the duties club work. Some prefer having 
their mothers help them hoe their gardens. Others 
grow weary the daily task feeding chickens and 
calves. these weaknesses, however, lie opportunities 
for character development.

doubt, some people welcome philosophy life 
that releases them from the effort all higher striving.

“the world, the flesh, and the devil,” are left uncon- 
vinced. You are “born for higher You may 
even stung resentment fierce enough de- 
nounce with certain book reviewer psychology that 
reduces all living series “gut re- 
ject science that believes only what revealed di- 
rectly the eyes. wonder you are sick heart 
when you see the crowd taking science its word and, 
being thus released from any obligation surpass the 


lowest brutes thought and conduct, fling themselves 
into pagan orgy indulgence. wonder you 
suspect that the whole world being possessed 
the devil.

let yourself carried the other extreme. 
Many our modern pseudoscientists have simply ex- 
aggerated the emphasis proper strictly optical data 
other laboratory data experimental science. Ex- 
periment method arriving truth. not the 
only valid method. have intellect and will 
well ears and eyes. The intellect always delighted 
when the ears and eyes pass new facts think 
about and reason with. 

Fascinating discoveries new truth about our bodies 
have been made. The result has been emphasize our 
glands, our nerves, our muscles, and neglect our spir- 
itual faculties memory, intellect, and will. Wild theo- 
ries about the old questions temperament, charac- 
ter, and personality are swinging back sane equi- 
librium. Let use review the Catholic position this 
interesting topic. 

Temperament born, character made. Person- 
ality results the flower. Temperament due na- 
ture; character, nurture. (and you, too) born 
with set glands and nerves, constituted and 
organized give certain temperament before 
utter first cry. baby boy has temperament, 
but not yet, because character takes 
time. primitive, unformed native disposition can 
“modified training and the implantation ideals 
conduct” into result that character.’

strangely interesting coincidence, the way 
modern science has vindicated the so-called naive lan- 
guage the old philosophers who ascribed tempera- 
ment the quality the mixture the chief humors 
the body. are saying the same thing when 
speak the secretions discharged the glands into 
the blood stream. even find convenient use the 
four old types temperament: choleric, sanguine, 
phlegmatic, and melancholic. 

Each these types can strongly marked you 
me. Each type has its own set advantages and 
drawbacks, its own potential strength and weakness. 
Each type, then, should developed and harmonized 
grows into character. the average man, the 
normal man, the type itself will balanced and 
will have blend the other types well. know 
very well that throughout nature there are sharp 
boundaries, one quality rather inclined shade off 
gradually into another. the perfect man all four 
types will present each with its most stable balance 
disposition and all contributing most perfect 
blend. Some fortunate men are born with predisposi- 
tion that perfection, others win training them- 
selves self-mastery. them par excellence 
character. 

Every good teacher’s chief ambition train his 
pupils character. wise teacher knows something 
temperament, its characteristic manifestations and the 
strong and weak points the four types. Weak points 
should strengthened, strong points moderated, but 
points should crushed. You cannot create char- 
acter crushing temperament. Every religious knows 
that his training the novitiate and after, was sup- 
posed just effort harmonize tem- 
perament and exercise its dispositions into habits that 
would gradually build perfect character. “Be you 
therefore perfect, also your heavenly Father 
perfect.” Matt. 48.

Ours nature that was sorely wounded original 
sin but nature that has been restored the Re- 
demption and sanctifying grace.

School History

ical world today through study what so- 
ciety has been the past and now is, how society 
works, and what the causes and consequences social 
actions are. Such aim meets fundamental human 
need, way that history alone, among the subjects 
the curriculum, can meet it. 


aim the teaching high-school history 


The first essential teaching history that the 


facts presented must historical and recognized 
the pupils such. This turn, implies some con- 
sciousness historical evidence, and requires the intro- 
duction exercises for developing that consciousness. 
The use merely single descriptive text the hands 
the pupils cannot bring about such result. 
trace the past the pupil must consult those books and 
periodicals commonly called sources. The common evi- 
dence which such sources establish will convince the 
pupil the truth the statements made given 
text, will enable him arrive conclusions for 
himself. Nor such source material difficult com- 
prehension the pupils, beyond the possibilities 
the ordinarily somewhat limited reference library. 
The choice texts has also bearing this situa- 
tion. All textbooks history present collection 
facts which are selected and summarized from primary, 
secondary, tertiary source material. These particular 
facts, according the viewpoint the compiler, have 
been selected because they are interesting, curious, 
memorable; because they are judged useful busi- 
ness, politics, religion education; because 
they are important significant illustrations ex- 
planations what the past actually was, how 
came what was how the present grew out 
the past. However elementary however curtailed 
history text may be, its author has been governed 
this last point view his selection facts, his work 
will represeat what known the scientific concep- 
tion history. Texts this temper should selected 


for use the classroom. Only very few reference 
books (works derived from source material) will 
needed supplement them the classroom library. 


The Second Essential 


Besides the presentation facts recognized pu- 
pils historical character, difference peoples, 
customs, and institutions must emphasized. Dr. 
Henry Johnson, his “Teaching History,” says 
that the conception our own interests, problems, and 
standards judgment different from those the 
past necessary step toward understanding our own 
interests, problems, and standards; and that taking 
this step, the mind the pupil acquires the same 
time the larger vision that should dispel provincialism 
and may affect conduct. 

addition the emphasis placed differences 
peoples, customs, and institutions, the idea change 
and development should brought the front the 
third essential. The facts selected from the past 
illustrate social progress and make our own social 
world intelligible will naturally those most imme- 
diately related our own interests, problems, and 
standards judgment. 

Notwithstanding change and development, the so- 
cieties the past have made enduring contributions 
succeeding generations, and sum total these are 
found recorded the society today. Since one 
the purposes education foster those customs 
which have served useful purpose all ages, study 
these enduring contributions brings deepened real- 
ization their values and tends affect human con- 
duct toward their preservation and perpetuation 
renewal. 

What are the means which the distinctive aim 
teaching history, and the four specific aims class- 
room practice may realized? This question leads 
consideration the methods instruction calcu- 
lated bring about measure the desired results. 
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Informal Debates and Discussions 

Every important declaration principle and every 
significant fact set forth can used proposition 
for discussion the classroom. These are propositions 
for discussion, not propositions for final conclusions. 
The teacher should welcome differences opinion, but 
not partisanship. Mere personal opinion, not all that 
expected desired; but, while should allowed 
free expression, numerous illustrations the author- 
ity proved historians should drawn upon for proof 
disproval personal opinion stated. misstate- 
ment should left unchallenged. This sort work 
valuable training, obviously from more than one point 
view; directly counteracts personal prejudice and 
unsupported personal opinion, and makes for sincerity 
thought and truth. conducting these discussions 
two-minute informal talks given pupils the front 
the room before their classmates bring good results. 


The Problem Method 

Lead pupils discover for themselves the problems 
that confront the people and individuals the past, 
and solve these problems they were actually 
solved the people the past. Formulate certain 
other problems and give them the pupils for their 
solution. problem worded the form ques- 
tion. But not merely fact question, for its exact 
solution cannot found either text reference 
book. Reason and judgment and the comparison 
different authorities must brought bear the 
facts involved before the problem can solved. Some 
problems partake the character fact question 
while others are more less akin project work. This 
method teaching history worth practicing. 
project includes one more problems; but involves 
more than problem, and always requires natural 
setting, whereas problem does not. The chief stages 
the problem method are: 

Examination the material out which the problem 
arises. 

Consideration what the real fundamental problem 
is, the case. 

careful wording: i.e., stating that problem. 

Suggestions the solution the problem, how 
about solving it, what consider examine. 

Drawing conclusions based the study the materials, 
arriving the solution the problem. 

The history teacher does well the beginning 
work out one problem completely with her class during 
the recitation period, order show them how 
proceed through the above steps, and how consult 
and assemble material from the different reference 
books available.

There are sound reasons for least supplementing 
the traditional method class recitation. Since the

lessons committees and also division labor. 
means teaching the pupils the value independence 
thought, how ask questions, how hold one 
another responsible for what said, how lead 
group people conversation, self-control, and re- 
spect for the opinion others. pupils partici- 
pants the race for education and not mere spectators 
while some their classmates recite what au- 
thor said. 


Correlating History With Other Subjects 

history nothing isolated.” conditions 
everything that man does.” There hardly depart- 
ment human effort which the historical method 
not commonly used, both instruction and the in- 
vestigation and application new forces and methods. 
This peculiarly true the high-school curriculum. 
“To correlate history” means, the best sense the 
word, consider the road over which idea, custom, 
result, study the curriculum has traveled. And 
studying the background any subject any unit 
the same, means correlating that subject with his- 
tory, geography, and sociology the very least. This 
will include such correlations are ordinarily thought 
connection with the term “correlating history,” 
and will put into the classroom presentation the sub- 
ject value never before produced the most formal- 
worked-out elaborations. 

Not only essential relate closely the study 
history with the physical features and conditions the 
earth past time, but equally important relate 
the economic conditions regions and countries 
they existed the past. Moreover, history implies 
immeasurably more than the political aspect epochs 
preceding our own; and with the social progress 
peoples quite much the progress institutions 
that must concerned. Thus the pupil learns 
meet situations and further his influence express- 
ing his ideas language andcustoms people understand. 
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History then should made the 
direction social and economic relationship. This im- 
plies one two things; either the teachers history 
our secondary schools must have special preparation 
the social studies, else they must make their prep- 
aration them they teach. teacher European 
history cannot prepare the details course study 
select the method presenting class pupils, 
himself does not realize the simplest correlations 
involved. 

The problems American democracy can solved 
only through better type education, and the coun- 
try looking large degree the teachers sec- 
ondary schools bring about this result. Not until the 
teaching history the high school becomes vitally 
effective through systematized correlation with the ele- 
ments the other social sciences through selection 
such content and method shall serve the purpose 
character development, will the subject history have 
come into its own. 

open question whether the reading histori- 
cal novels cultivates taste for history; also de- 
batable matter whether the reading fiction with 
historical background adds very much either the so- 
cial the political conditions given epoch. Ordi- 
narily there very little literature which can serve 
the immediate purpose the study history. Loading 
the history course with specific requirements the di- 
rection supplementary reading this character, 
hindrance rather than help the ends view. 

The place for the historical novel, fiction with any 
measure historical background with the subject 
English the high-school curriculum.

The teaching history does not need made 
more interesting the use the novel with histori- 
cal atmosphere, neither necessary for the teacher 
visualize and relive the past through the exercise 
the imagination. The more recently contrived methods 
furnish through motivation natural and inherent in- 
terests, and the content suitably selected reference 
books insures reliving the past. Pupils when prop- 
erly directed will come find the pages history 
not only the fundamental truths life, but also 
abundance beauty, moral and aesthetic. 

The history teacher, making study standard 
historical romance and the better more recent publi- 
cations, position contribute the richness 
and usableness the English supplementary reading 
list. this direction that the correlation between 
history and literature the high-school curriculum can 
most serviceably affected. 

Again, study the trend current events forms 
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part both European and American history. The 
problems twentieth-century American democracy 
point with inflexible finger other problems, with 
their causes preceding centuries. Since the average 
high-school pupil has not lived long enough, nor had 
the opportunities coming direct contact with more 
than limited number present-day problems, the 
supplementary reading list should afford him the means 
doing this vicariously. the function the his- 
tory teacher rather than the teacher English 
propose for the English reading, list novels 
this character.

Every high school ought have historical mu- 
seum, and least limited fund placed the disposal 
the history teacher, every year for additional ma- 
terial.

Photographs, Hensell and other models, old books, 
manuscripts, catalogs, newspapers, lantern slides, mag- 
azine pictures and articles mounted and labeled, to- 
gether with curios and other objects, form suitable 
contributions. Pupils gifted artistically should en- 
couraged make copies from source material owned 
libraries and museums. Others might contribute 
listing catalog form where books and pictures the 
locality may found. 

The making history scrapbooks not de- 
spised. social, economic, and physiographical direc- 
tions especially, the scrapbook idea found service- 
able. Time should given during supervised study 
the question the selection and preservation 
illustrative material, order that the efforts spent 
this work may productive, and not wasted scat- 
tered. The classroom bulletin board another means 
increasing interest illustrative and source material. 
Here, from week week, are exhibited the “finds” 
the class and the teacher, and notices posted giving 
information regard source material and pictures 
and objects that may found newly discovered 
localities outside the school. Numerous accessory helps 
suited the course history and the school can 
provided through the bulletin board.

Protestant missionaries Japan have translated the 
writings the Saint well other Franciscan litera- 
ture, and disseminated them among the natives. The 
Poverello was the favorite saint Ruskin, Long- 
fellow, Lowell all men who knew relatively little 
about the Church, but who could not escape the charm 
the Umbrian Saint. Some our public libraries 
have found good policy display shelf Francis- 
can literature.

The Balkan States slaughtered 
them, but they kept coming there for five hundred 
years. North African Mohammedans knelt for baptism 
their feet.

Aito 
Armenia laid aside his royal robes and girt himself 
the brown St. Francis 1295. Father John Albu- 
querque welcomed St. Francis Xavier Goa 1542. 
Malabar and the Coromandel Coast, Ceylon and the 
jungles Berar, Bengal, Burma, and Siam were tread- 
them. Sumatra, Borneo, Java, Celebes, Solor, 
Sangi, Ternate, and the Malay Peninsula ran red with 
their blood. 

Before 1897, 4,037 Friars had died the Philippines, 
and one them had given the Tagalog tongue its first 
greater poem. St. Francis himself had gone Palestine 
1219, and under Gregory his Friars took charge 
the holy places there; and six thousand their 
martyred bodies crumble dust through the hill coun- 
try Judea.

their fruits you shall know them.” The Sons 
St. Francis have occupied university chairs honorably, 
have conducted colleges successfully, and what per- 
haps more telling evidence, have civilized savages 
their educational methods.

What the Spanish 
Padres found their coming California was peo- 
ple abject and low was ever discovered anywhere.

Hence, the mission- 
aries had provide material comforts first. Still they 
planted the Cross, and then built their church. Adjoin- 
ing the church they built walls and huts for the In- 
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dians, and gradually and with infinite patience suc- 
ceeded finally winning the confidence the poor 
natives. And the ultimate result? small walled city 
arose sheltering several cases many 3,000 souls. 
The Mission was established, and the whole life 
the Indians was changed. the reader will turn 
the account given the Rev. Zephyrin Engelhardt, 
O.F.M., his Missions and Missionaries Califor- 
nia,’ will rub his eyes amazement what had 
been accomplished. One mission after the other arose, 
each removed from its neighbor distance one 
day’s journey horseback, until last there were 
such havens refuge strung and down the 
land like string pearls and offering material 
and spiritual comfort thousands Indians. From 
the year 1769, when the first mission was established, 
down 1846, the Friars converted about 100,000 In- 
dians from savagery Christianity, built costly 
and beautiful temples, and established havens 
refuge that dispensed material and spiritual comfort 
thousands natives. They gave the Indians grade 
schools and industrial schools far greater number 
than they have today, after years American rule. 

But the Friars have not only made educational his- 
tory during the past 700 years, but have 
ducing valuable educational literature well. 
course, most this literature not labeled educa- 
tional, but possesses educational 
For instance, Rev. Fr. Modesto Mieras, O.M.Cap., 
has shown his essay pedagogico los escri- 
tos San how great the educa- 
tional value much that has been written the 
Seraphic Doctor.

Bonaventure’s Seminary, Allegany, Y., June 28, 
29, and 30, 1929. dealing with the subject educa- 
tion the Friars not only continued Franciscan tradi- 
tion, but also looked the future. Recent develop- 
ments would seem indicate that the Franciscan 
apostolate teaching will increase largely 
future.

The error that 
imagination does not need sense material, and much pos- 
sible, needs corrected. The point that Sister Paula makes 
regarding Shakespeare probably more strikingly made 
Walter Bagehot’s essay, the Man.” Bagehot 
explains the greatness Shakespeare because had first- 
rate imagination working first-rate experience. Every 
reader this article should read Bagehot’s essay.

folly want more; but the genius, who has 

much, this desire highest wisdom. the form- 
er, imagination the “fool the house” working 
havoc and killing joy; the latter, grand 
central depot filled with the materials thought with- 
out which mental spiritual structure can built. 
know that, daily and hourly, trains from every 
direction bring our great emporiums foodstuffs, cot- 
ton, leather, wool, silk, lumber, stone, metal, and other 
commodities needed for our industries. Intelligent be- 
ings secure these materials for the purpose trans- 
forming them suit the needs the whims people 
and this they can without further aid from the 
trains that brought the products from divers sources. 
like manner, the human mind gets the materials 
for its marvelous works from the imagination which, 
different avenues, come sights and 
tastes, and smells, and feelings. The imagination uses 
various images which has the power retain, divide, 
and rearrange. combine these images 
represent something new, and make possible the 
fine arts. Inventors, architects, poets, statesmen, and 
creative business men are all gifted with fine imagina- 
tive power, which enables them see the finished ob- 
ject before step has been taken fashion it. How 
many lives have been brightened the image 
great work that was not completed until long years 
after the death the one who conceived The world 
sets premium the man imagination, the strong 
man. someone has well said: “There always room 
for the man force. feeble man can see the farms 
that are fenced and tilled, the houses that are built. 
The strong man sees the possible houses and farms. 
His eye makes estates fast the sun breeds clouds.” 


Imagination for Mental Life 
Without imagination, psychologists tell us, there can 
intellectual activity man while the soul 
united the body. The evident lack vigorous in- 
tellectual activity many schools can, most cases,

And why? Because the senses themselves are weak

The literature the future will have 
little wit, humor, pathos, much less the sub- 
iime, teachers neglect the cultivation the imagi- 
native powers their pupils. The term “composition,” 
used the classroom, means the arrangement 
ideas orderly and interesting manner. cruel 
ask child write composition when has 
nothing compose. Give him good start the lower 
grades. Show him, for example, that dandelion, 
daisy, cosmos bouquet and not single flower 
that ugly caterpillar changes into 
butterfly. His interest will immediately aroused, 
and will only too willing search for other un- 
suspected wonders his own environment. With 
good supply images the learning process becomes 
delight instead drudgery. Help the pupils keep 
picture gallery their heads, prove them that 
they can have moving picture show any moment 
recalling past experiences, and their recitations will 
more than “words, words, words.”

parish. The gymnasium addition, which provides for 
the health-education and athletic activities the 
school, can used for theatricals.

All the classrooms are standard size and equip- 
ment. each room there are movable desks, cork bul- 
letin boards the top the natural-slate blackboards, 
teachers’ closet, wall outlets for projection 
and bell clock operated master clock. 
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The wide, roomy corridors are floored with terrazzo, 
and lined each side with recessed lockers for the 
students. The stairs each end the corridors are 
planned with two runs between floors and are con- 
structed without center well make them nearly 
accident proof possible. There access fireproof 
chute for waste paper and refuse each floor. The 
immaculate white restrooms each floor, the large, 
clear mirror, the porcelain washstands, the lighting 
facilities, are very attractive features. 

the basement the building there large so- 
cial hall for parish gatherings and dinner festivals.

From the social room there access the kitchen 
means two special one-way doors, arranged 
provide against accidents.

The room has special en- 
trance for the delivery groceries and supplies. 

The interior design held simple, attractive lines.

Kaleidoscopic Education 


one peeps into one-room rural school today, 
one must struck the extraordinary activity con- 
stantly going on, and the energy the teacher. 
veritable kaleidoscope; one section taught, 
then another. Now small group comes up, and now 
single pupil. 

The time schedule even the well-graded urban 
school retains somewhat this kaleidoscopic charac- 
ter. Ten minutes this, twenty minutes that, and 
thirty minutes looks like eon. Study follows study. 
For the old principle which the Herbartians made 
much of, absorption and reflection, have hardly 
any time. must presenting material. The teacher 
must active. lose, thereby, perspective. think 
the important thing the teacher teaching instead 
the learner learning. haven’t time for that! 
must cover the course study the lesson planned. 

Angelo Patri has frequently put this case well the 
little essays the newspapers and his book Child 
Training. one his best essays says: 


“Tt seems too bad that the child should caught the 
rush the daily grind. tries discover what the things 
going around him are all about. investigates, experi- 
ments, and would like think, but can’t. There’s 
time. 
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takes broom see how works. makes few 
ineffectual swings with and settling down work earn- 
est when somebody discovers him and takes the broom away. 

now. I’m hurry. can’t have you messing 
things just after they’ve been put order.’ 

“He goes school. All sorts strange experiences are pre- 
sented him. would like feel his way among them, try 
them out, think about them. But can’t. There’s time. 
gets well started lesson when the bell rings and the teacher 
stops him. Another lesson comes along and asked ques- 
tion. has not expected just that way and hesitates, 
must gather his thoughts. 

wait for you. You’re too slow. You should have 
prepared your lesson. 

“And the inevitable inquiry, ‘When shall get our work 
done?’ answers: 

teach child what wants know the time when 
wants know it. believe that teaching him that light 
will get faster and will you. What good will you 
reach the end the journey, panting and breathless, only 
find that you have lost the child the way?” 

There developing quite unnoticed longer periods, 
particularly the activity schools. necessary 
give opportunity for student initiative, for actually do- 
ing things, for reflection and thinking, for the unhur- 
ried and leisurely consideration things. sym- 
bolic, however unimportant may seem itself, the 
changes our contemporary education; the shifting 
the center gravity from teaching learning, from 
listening doing, from memorizing thinking, from 
textbooks life.

will. has immense potentialities for making the 
Catechism period, the joyful anticipation the ad- 
venture right living. 

Articles are not “pancakes” served. They are 
intended suggestive contain fertile sugges- 
tions. But active mind must use them. Find other 
quotations, whether you like those that are given 
not. Find other incidents, within the experience your 
children. Find other pictures, available perhaps your 
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classroom, your school, your local art gallery. 
Search for the essential ideas the articles and then 
apply them your situation. 


Advanced Training Sisters 


Religious communities have difficult problem be- 
fore them when they face the question: Can afford, 
view the demand for teachers, send one more 
our Sisters some university for advanced study 
for the next semester the next year? 

Fortunately, superiors face that problem, and 
increasing numbers are sending Sisters colleges and 
universities for advanced study.

failed Sisters. Sometimes have heard the criticsm 
made that the Order could not afford have Sister 
fail. Let said reply that nothing less than the 
best good enough for Catholic education, and that 
greater kindness can done order in- 
dividua] Sister than this sifting process, done 
early enough. Religious superiors should freely consult 
with university authorities this subject advance, 
well during the training process. course this 
point means that greater care must exercised 
the selection Sisters have this high privilege, par- 
ticularly for the doctor’s degree.

ORAL COMPOSITION 

Oral Composition the basis all written work. Wherever 
there expression, there composition, the medium what 
may. the past, oral composition has been neglected be- 
cause intangible and unable, although the crucial, 
fundamental matter. have had too much, too adult, and too 
early, written work, what Chubb calls “these prim products,” 
that are neither sincere expression, nor childlike either 
type interest. ought grow naturally out 
the child’s life.”

CRITICISM AND CORRECTION 
ORAL ENGLISH 

The child should encouraged, through the work good 
usage, talk sentences; but this should not obligatory, 
much conversation not sentence form; and the sen- 
tence form too insistently required, his work becomes stilted 
and self-consciousness.

four words separate pieces tag board and gave them 
him for his “lesson.” took him three days master them, 
know them everywhere saw them. Then printed others: 
parts the eyes, feet; things the bird can 
fly, with few extras like what, can, do. 
About two day tried, giving new ones until the old 
ones were mastered. For about month made our reading 
lessons forming sentences those words. Then started 
read book, preprimer, treating all troublesome words 
had the first ones, putting the tag board into 
box which kept his drawer. now his third book, 
easy ones course, but can read them. pleased 
with himself that reads anyone who will listen. Inciden- 
tally has learned school time every day, clean 
and tidy and attentive. 


ADMINISTRATION AND SUPERVISION 
TOPICS FOR TEACHERS’ MEETINGS 


The Research Bulletin the National Education Associa- 
tion, November, 1929, lists from bulletin the Maryland 
state department education, list suggested topics for 
teachers’ meetings. The list which given below should 
very helpful indeed principals and diocesan superintendents

Study the promotion pupils, involving age-grade 
problems. 

Encourage the teachers work kind 
seminar. teacher the second-grade class, for example, 
might interested what could done through individual 
instruction bring her pupils standard reading. Her 
report would include analyses special cases, amount time 
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spent the work, methods employed, and results obtained. 
Set series worth-while problems and let the teacher 
work them out.

Certain teachers might report maga- 
zine articles dealing with the topic under discussion.

13. Formulate questions which will present suggestions and 
constructive criticism based upon data accumulated during 
classroom visits. Stimulate the discussion the suggestions 
and criticism that the teachers themselves determine the 
correct answers and decide what procedures will produce more 
efficient work. 


TESTS FOR TEACHERS’ MEETINGS

make supervisory meetings helpful, based article Miss 
Jewell Simpson. They are: 

carefully planned, definite, and purposeful. Without 
planning, the discussion may wander aimlessly among trifling 
teaching problems. Every meeting should contribute something 
definite the teacher’s thinking. 

organized around the needs teachers. Meetings 
based upon teaching difficulties easily enlist the interest 
teachers. Sometimes necessary present teaching prin- 
ciples several different ways before carries over into 
practice. 

Provide for the maximum teacher participation under 
guidance the Teachers profit most from meet- 
ings when there opportunity discuss problems, ask 
questions, make reports, and give demonstrations. Without 
guidance from the principal some participation may contribute 
little nothing the discussion.

New Hampshire, although the feed bill the state almost 
equaled the $7,790,000 worth dairy products 1925, 
chemical studies and field tests have shown the possibility 
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not only increasing total production hay, but also en- 
riching the protein content the hay crop with the use 
nitrogenous fertilizers. The improvement processes for 
tanning hides and skins and the making better and more 
durable wood plup also opens new laboratory for the 
chemist.
